EXECUTION. 


It is stated in the Fredericktown He- 


rald, that JOHN MAHKLEY was execu- 
ted on the 24lh of June, at 11 o'clock, 
according lo his sentence, in afield ad- 
joining "The Barracks," in the suburbs 
of the city. 
He was carried from the 


jail to the place of execution in a carry- 
all, which also contained the sheriff of 
the county, and the Rev. Mr. ShaeiTer, 
who has most zealously acted as his 
spiritual yuicle from the time of his 
conviction. 
Having arrived at the gal- 


lows, the criminal ascended the ladder 
which led to the platform, with a firm 
and u n d a u n t e d step. 


The religious services having been 


concluded, Mr. Slmeifer, in the most 
earnest and solemn manner, entreated 
Markley, if he had any knowledge of 
the murder, either directly or indirect- 
ly, to divulge the circumstances, as the 
last duly he could render mankind, and 
for the relief of his own conscience— 
But to those entreaties he protested,as 
he has again and again, that he did not 
murder tfewey and his family, and was 
entirely ignorant by whom Ihe crime was 
perpetrated. 
In a short time after, the 


criminal wab placed on the drop, the 
faial noose adjusted, and Ihe cap drawn 
over his face—and while in ihis sitmi- 
lion, he was again solicited to divulge 
the circumstances of his crime—bui he 
reiterated his innocence—and was then 
launched into eternity.

side, both of us well prepared for de- 
fence. 
1 expected an a t t a c k in the pas- 


sage of the treasury department, us Mr. 
Katon had not long before entered ibat 
building, and, after h a v i n g taken so 
much pains to obtain a meeting, il was 
scarcely to be expected that be would 
then avoid it, and as my approach 
could iM^ily have been observed. 
We 


passed in, however, unmolested. I went 
into the second story lo the room I oc- 
c u p i e d , and finislu'd what l i t t l e business 
1 had to close before 1 finally left ihe of- 
fi'-e, which had been previously fixed 
fur t h a t day. 
1 learned, while in my 


room, t h a t Mr. Eaton and M a j Lewis, 
who'-e offices were in another building, 
ni')i-'j t h a n a quarter of a mile distant, 
went out of the treasury department in 


•a direction towards 
the President's 


Viou^t- \\here Major Lewis lived. 1 was 
alsu informed t h a t they cume out of one 
of the registers' rooms. 
N o t h i n g fur- 


ther occurred worthy of notice till e- 
vening. 


Soon after dark I was informed, by 


several persons calling in to see m».. 
that Mr. Eaton, Mr. Randolph, and a 
Mr. Overtoil, the latter a clerk in Mtti 
Lewis' office, and near relative of judge 
Overton. of Tennessee, who was there 
on a visit to the president, were seen, 
a p p a r e n t l y armed, passing to and fro 
on Ihe street, not far from my dwelling, 
and sometimes passing my door. 
On 


one occasion, while thus passing, Mr. 
Eaton stopped a{ ihe door and looked 
into the passage ; and w h i l e standing 
there, p r u d e n t l y hesitating in his pur- 
pose, a gentleman in one of the lower 
rooms, (Mr 
0 «'ho resided in the 


house, stepped into the passage in time 
to see Mr. Eaton standing at the door 
and retire from it. 
I received many 


tenders of personal service- for the night, 
one of which I accepted, and ihe gen- 
tleman blepl in the house. 
Sometime 


between 10 and 11 a highly respectable 
inhabitant of the city informed me that 
he met Mr. Eaton and six or seven oth- 
er persons, walking near the president's 
gate, whence it was concluded they bad 
retired for ihe night, in company with 
some others who had been privy lo ihe 
scenes of the day, iho' perhaps not ac- 
lors in them—A part of their conver- 
sation was over-he a rd. which may here- 
after be imparted. 
On the following 


clay I finished rnv visils, in order to 
leave the cily on Wednesday morning, 
as I had appointed, in answer to a let- 
ter written by your committee a week 
before. 
Some time on Tuesday eve 


ning the same men, viz: Eaton and 
Randolph, (and it is believed Overton 
was also wish them) passed and repas- 
secl my door frequently, looking imper- 
tinently into the windows, and exhibi- 
ting other signs of the gasconade they 
had been practising. 
I found a high 


degree of excitement prevailing in the 
city, and information was communica- 
ted to me that some appearance of 
preparation had been discovered to 
way-lay me on the road to Baltimore.— 
I therefore prepared for that event, but 
met with no molestation. 
It occurred 


to me in the evening that I could not 
with propriety leave the cily without 
bringing the subject distinctly before 
the notice of the president, and I ad- 
dressed him a letter lo thai effect. 
My 


engagements were such lhat I could 
not remain to be present at the investi- 
gation he might direct, nor was it ne- 
cessary.—I was not a witness to the acts 
I staled lo him, though I believed them, 
and still believe them to be true. 
If 


tin-re had been any difficulty in procu- 
ring testimony as lo the facts, I would 
have furnished the names of witnesses 
lo any fuel slated. 
This, however, is 


not now necessary. 
The president has 


thought proper to call on the three offi- 
cers of the treasury department, whom 
I represented as having been in the 
company of ibc principals on that day, 
and these officers though they deny the 
truth of niv statement in genera! terms, 
have each admitted "us truth in every 
material particular, as far as il afieclcd 
them.sehes 
I haie stated lhat Eaton 


and Randolph alternately occupied the 
trt-asnrv building in 'be treasurer and 
register's rooms, with a view to a per- 
sonal assa'.k upyn me, which I have 
termed assassination; for although 1 
bad recchv! notice of E-'ilon'-s design, 
1 did nol bdkne thai either he or Ran- 
dolph would a:i,ick me, unless iht y 
could ire I behii.u inv back, or l:.kt: 


to keep ottt o f t h c way, as actually hap- 
pened. 
As to Mr. Randolph, he docs 


not deny bcnn; in the treasury depart- 
ment on the same day, and says he only 
saw Mr. Katon fen minutes nt a lime, be- 
tween nine and three. 
With .such e- 


qui vocations and admissions in prepn red 
statements, what might not be expected 
from 
a cross-examination of all these 


persons, and of all the persons about 
the i H i t k l i n s j ? 1 have only to add, that 
1 complain of no i n j u r y inflicted on me 
— 1 do not, therefore, present myself as 
a prosecutor. 
1 believed that a de- 


partment of the government, which 
otujht to have been regarded as a sanc- 
tuary at least against the lawless vio- 
lence of U. S officers, had been uola- 
tecl for purposes of blood, and that the 
majesty of the law had been offended 
u n d e r the eye of the chief magistrate. 
In this aspect I communicated to the 
president a sketch of what had occur- 
red ; knowing that the means at hand 
were ample, for a thorough investiga- 
tion by a regular examination of wit- 
nesses on oath. 
I had another reason 


for making t h a t communication to the 
president. 
Mr. Evans, a clerk in the 


register's office, who is a brother-in- 
law of Mr. Baton's, declared publicly 
in the hearing of a number of persons, 
that if he "were in Mr. Eaton's place, 
he would assassinate me, and the presi- 
dent would uirn every clerk out of of- 
fice who look my part in this business " 
Mr. Barry had expressed himself in 
terms of the greatest bitterness towards 
me. 
These and other facts of which I 


was very credibly informed, satisfied 
me that a state of feeling existed among 
those who sympathised with Mr. Ea- 
ton, which \\ as not only deeply discred- 
it-able to the government, but threaten- 
ed much individual i n j u r y to some ve- 
ry worthy men- 
I therefore determi- 


ned to bring the subject to the notice of 
the president and of the public at the 
.same time. I have said n o t h i n g lightly 
which I do not believe rould be proved 
bv witnesses of unquestionable charac- 
ter — but after the menace of Mr. Evans 
they would require an assurance of 
protection before they could be expect- 
ed to give voluntary statements. 
All 


the means for ascertaining the truth, 
are at the president's command. 
The 


statement I communicated lo him, was 
shewn to several persons who were on 
the spot and witnessed the excited leel- 
iug and great anxiety which pervaded 
the most sober minded people of the 
city. 
It was deemed by all who saw it, 


a temperate statement of the facts. 
I 


am aware that it will be difficult to be- 
lieve that a person so closely connected 
in feeling with the president of the U. 
S 
could have been permitted to lie in 


wait, armed with sword cane and pis- 
tols, in the room of one of the public 
buildings, for ihe purpose of a rencontre 
with ihe head of a department. 
Surh 


a transaction is too gross to be realized 
by the American people, and hence 
they will disincline to give it their 
belief, but it is impossible to resist the 
force of truth. 
If an impartial investi- 


gation of this transaction shall ever be 
made, much more than I have said will 
be fully proved, and whenever sucii an 
investigation shall be instituted, if my 
presence should be deemed necessary, 
I will, without hesitation, attend at the 
seat of government for that purpose. 


I have remarked that the note of Mr. 


Eaton indicated a predetermination for 


I u quarrel. 
This is clearly proved by 


his seizing as a pretext for it, a news- 
paper statement of a fact which hud 
been notorious in the city of Washing- 
ton for two years past, viz : th^t my 
fnmih/ hud refined lo >:ixi! his. This fact 


I he. well knew I could not disavow. He 


did not even allege that I had said any 
thing to the di.sparagement of his fam- 
ily — and I could not have disavowed 
the ijct upon which he had predicated 
his menace, unless I would have con- 
sented to be bullied into a statement

The Poles have not met w i t h 
any new reverses, and the rumors in 
circulation are all in their favor.

Under these circumstances 


and the movements in Tercelra, the 
Constitutionalists have some little pros- 
pect of ultimately dethroning the Ty- 
rant. 


Loxoox, May 23. 


It is impossible not to admit that 


there is something menacing in the 
present attitude of Austria. 
Our Pa- 


ris correspondent says that some unea- 
siness was begun to be felt on the sub- 
ject in that city, but cautions us against 
giving implicit credit to the subjoined 
extract from the National of Saturday : 


PARIS.—A rather active exchange of 


notes has taken place of late between 
the French cabinet and t h a t of Vienna, 
relative to the affairs of Italy. 
Couri- 


ers succeed each other with rapidity. 
Prince Meuernich declares frankly, in 
his note, that he will be the sole arbiter 
of the fate of Italy. 
In the former di- 


plomatic language, it was always ad- 
mitted that there existed a German and 
French Italy ; but since the revolution 
ol July, Austria will no longer listen to 
the protection of France. 


The last despatches of Marshal Mai- 


ion leave no doubt on the approaching 
occupation by the Austrian troops of 
the Novarais, a province annexed to 
Piedmont, but over 
which 
Austria 


claims a right of reversibility, since 
the extinction of the eldest branch of 
Savoy, 
By that occupation, Piedmont, 


which heretofore had but the shadow 
of independence, will be entirely at the 
mercy of the cabinet of Vienna. 


The serious mistakes committed by 


our ministry, with regard to the affairs 
of Italy, are sufficient to retrieve, for 
Prince Metternich will not give up so 
easily the advantages, which the weak- 
ness and irresolution of our cabinet e- 
nabled him to obtain at so cheap a rate. 


Paris was tranquil, but the French 


government has at length turned its 
attention seriously to the proceedings 
of the Chouans. 
Gen. Baunet (it ap- 


pears from the Moniteur of Saturday,) 
has, on the report of the Minister of the 
Interior (M. Casimir Perier,) been sent 
at the head of a special commission in- 
to the disturbed districts—comprising 
La Vendee, a part of Britany, the 
Maine. Loire, and, indeed, in all twelve 
departments. 
He is to be supported 


by a very considerable army. 


"Owing to this notification, and not 


to the dread of war," adds our Paris 
correspondent, "the funds were check- 
ed in their expected rise on Saturday." 


The news from Turkey is very unfa- 


vorable. The rebels are carrying every 
thing before them, and the Sultan is 
said not to have upwards of 10,000 ef- 
fective troops at his disposal.

been deprived ; 5thly, the suppression 
of the new system of taxes; Cthly, a 
compensation for oil the losses sustain- 
ed since the overthrow of the old insti- 
tutions, and for the expenses of the war.

The Pasha of Albania, the chief of the 
revolt, keeps the grand vizier blockaded 
at Monastis, in Rumelia. 
On the oth- 


er bund, the insurgents at Bulgaria are 
masters of Sophia, the capital of a 
pachalic. 
After a few further succes- 


ses, they may reach the borders of 
Constantinople. 
The divan is deliber- 


ating serious measures; the sultan is 
urging on with ardour the organiza- 
tion of his army, and is sending rein- 
forcements lo his generals w i t h all 
speed. 
The eastern part of the empire 


is already torn to pieces. 
The pasha 


of Bagdad is in open rebellion. 
The 


porte has charged the pasha of Aleppo 
lo assemble all his disposable forces in 
Asia Minor, and lo march towards the 
Euphrates and Tigris. 
He has even 


conferred on the pasha, the title of ca- 
liph of Bagdad. 
To .second bis opera- 


tion, the viceroy of Egypt has been in- 
vited to furnish a body of men against 
the pasha of Bagdad ; and as a recom- 
pense for the services which the porle 
expects from'hirn, the pachalic of Syria 
has been added to his extensive territo- 
ry — an addition which makes Egypt a 
power almost equal to the porle, if it 
be remembered that the viceroy reigns 
at the same time over Arabia, Nubia, 
Senaar, Fezzon, and the large island of 
Candia. 
But the porle appears to rely 


on the sincere support of the viceroy in 
an insurrectional war, in which the in- 
terests of the divan of Alexandria are 
the same as those of the divan of Con- 
stantinople. 


The Elections in Scotland have been 


characterised by a violence which we 
did not. expect to hear of among that 
grave people. 
The Superior Criminal 


Judge of Scotland, who left his seat on 
the bench to vote as a freeholder of 
Ayrshire, against the ministerial can- 
didate, was attacked by the mob, and 
with difficulty escaped. "Mr. Larde, 
of Port Glasgow," says the account in 
the Caledonian Mercury, 1;one of the 
voters, died in the steamboat betwixt 
Ayr and Ardrossan. 
He had been pre- 


viously in very bad health. 
A gentle- 


man who came up in the Largo steam- 
boat describes the dinner scene as one 
of the most striking he ever witnessed. 
One of the voters was lying a corpse in 
an adjoining apartment, whilst most of 
those who sat at table had their heads 
bound up with bloody handkerchiefs."'

the inmates arrested, and examined, 
and committed to prison.

sion used by an apprentice of the man 
residing in Shippen street, when receiv- 
ing a flogging from his master, some 
time since, was, we believe, heard by 
the high constable, and brought to bis 
memory by the woman's story although 
at the time it attracted but little notice- 
The expression was, "you will murder 
me as you did the poor drover." 


When ne parties were arrested, it Is 


said'the woman exclaimed, "don't take 
me, I had no hand in the murder .'" 


The case will of course undergo a 


regular legal investigation.
